MANILA, March 16.—5:50 P. M.— 


The First Battallion of the- Twentieth 
Infantry Regiment advanced from Pa- 
slg today, clearing 
the country to 


Caintl, a well defended village- of 700 
inhabitants, flv« miles northwest of 
the foothills. 


The troops first encountered the reb- 


el outposts In -the dense jungles on ths 
banks of the river. The enemy was 
dislodged after half an hour'.-, ftght- 


ine.The Americans advanced in a splen- 
did manner under a heavy fire until 
they were- ready to volley the rebels 
from the trenches. 


The latter had a great advantage 
and dropped a number of our men. 
The Americans charged across the rice 
fields, making four advances on th» 
enemy, who number 1,000 men, 500 of 
whom were entrenched and in th« fac» 
of a cross-fire. 
Our troops carried the toirn after 
four hours' fighting and burned the 
outskirts, the rebels flrine from the 
windows and keeping UP » running flre 
In tha streets. The Americans have 
withdrawn in order to obtain more 
ammunition.

to fresh negotiations with the govern- 
ment.

Dr. Lieber also moved that civilian 


artisans instead of active soldiers be 
employed in the oRlces and workshops 
of the army. 


The Minister of T,Var, General 
Von 


Gossier, said' that should the different 
parties in the Reichstag- -have come to 
an understanding on the bill-his speech 
would not affect It. 
Therefore he 


would do his duty as a soldier and de- 
fend the measure to the end.

which Hawley had been saving became 
exhausted. 
Then the ' young: farmer 


.was taken 111. 
He had no money to. 


•pay for a doctor to come to his place, 
and he was too weals to go to one. He 
languished at his home, cared for by 
his wife -for a few weeks and then 
died. 


The cause of his death was Brlght's 


disease. 
His family is left-destitute.
